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Chest X-Rays At 


Heights July 14-16 


All Arlington Heights residents 
will have a chance to check on 
their health through a free chest 
X-ray from July 14 through 16 
when a mobile X-ray unit visits 
the community in a search for un­ 
suspected cases of tuberculosis. 
The survey is part of the ex­ 
tensive 
county-wide 
X-ray 
for 
health program conducted jointly 
by the Christmas seal-supported 
tuberculosis institute and the su­ 
burban Cook county tuberculosis 
sanitarium district in cooperation 
with local civic, business, church 
and social groups. Volunteers will 
be recruited to help publicize the 
survey and assist at the unit. 
* 
* 
* 
DURING THE 1953 
Arlington 
Heights survey, 636 X-rays were 
taken, of which 23 showed sus­ 
picious signs of TB. The number 
of persons X-rayed represents 8.3 
per cent of the total adult resi­ 
dent population. During the same 
year, six persons were hospitaliz­ 
ed with the disease, at a cost of 
$7,896, the SCCTSD revealed. 
“Although the primary objective 
of the survey is to uncover tuber­ 
culosis in apparently healthy per­ 
sons,” said Dr. Edward A. Piszc- 
zek, executive director for the 
SCCTSD, “it is stressed that the 
X-rays serve as a general health 
check, for they can also detect 
other chest disorders such as lung 
cancer 
and 
heart 
conditions. 
Everyone, 15 years of age and 
over, needs a chest X-ray every 
year in order that any such con­ 
dition may be caught at the ear­ 
liest possible moment to prevent 
delay in treatment — and in the 
case of TB, to prevent the spread 
of the disease among family and 
friends.” 
X-raying takes only a minute 
and 
is done 
thrugh 
the outer 
clothing so that no undressing is 
required. Results of th£ X-rays 
are confidential and will be mail­ 
ed to the home within two weeks.

Last Sunday brought the Northwest Symphony Orchestra series 
to a triumphant close. Mr. Crafton and the orchestra personnel are 
to be congratulated on their fine work and especially for this last 
performance. 
The first selection on the program was “The Beautiful Calathea” 
overture by Von Suppe, followed by Schubert’s “Unfinished” Sym­ 
phony, No. 8. The melodic and ever favorite work of Schubert was 
smoothly and brilliantly played. 
Th© first half of the program closed with the lively, effer­ 
vescent “Piedmontese” dances by Sinig&glia. 
However, the piece de resistance of the program was Proko- 
fieff's “Peter and the Wolf,” with narration by Rev. John B. Hubbard 
of Park Ridge. The orchestra, Rev. Hubbard and Mr. Crafton 
blended their talents together to produce the charming orchestral 
fairy tale. Each instrument which* represented the characters in 
the story portrayed a clear and discriptive picture, with Father 
Hubbard unfolding the tale in a competent manner.

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W 
ITH PALATINE YOUNG PEOPLE more or less re­ 
stricted in the chance to use the swimming pool facil­ 
ities at nearby Arlington Heights and Barrington, the question 
of a Palatine park district pool is under serious consideration. 
The Park Board is investigating costs of various types of pools 
and giving the matter careful study. 
One idea advanced is that of a 12 month pool con­ 
structed for indoor use during the schoc :•-! year as well as the 
summer months. 
Such an idea would mean a tripling of its 
use through physical education classes in high school and grade 
school. 
One of the problems faced by the park board is that only 
the village and close in subdivisions are in the park district, vet 
a pool paid for by about half the users through taxes would be 
used by the whole township. 
There are some who think if a 
pool is constructed a greater part of the township will join the 
park area. 
In the high school, as an example, about 60% of the 
students enrolled live outside the park district. 
About half 
of the grade school children would be in the same classifica­ 
tion. 
Certainly the crying need for summer recreation in Pala­ 
tine is a swimming pool and tennis courts. 
We hope the park

A search for a lost shovel end­ 
ed in death recently for a north­ 
ern Illinois farmer whose tractor 
tipped into a drainage ditch and 
crushed him.

June Critical Time 
In Egg Prices 


June is a critical time for egg 
prices, as the market adjusts from 
the flush springtime supply to the 
short, hot weather supply. 
Here’s how Emer Broadbent, 
poultry marketing specialist at the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture, 
explains 
it. 
Egg- 
breaking plants are now shutting 
down as the supply dwindles, and 
for a few weeks prices will be a 
little lower. The plants process the 
surplus eggs of the spring season 
and store them for the slack sea­ 
son. 
When hot weather hits the sup­ 
ply will drop. That should cause 
a sharp rise in prices. But at the 
same time, Broadbent explains, 
the low quality of many eggs com­ 
ing to market will act as a brake 
on prices. 
So what will happen is 
that 
prices of graded eggs will rise 
sharply and will continue to rise 
until October, 
while current-re- 
ceipt prices will not rise so much. 
Most producers won’t be able 
to take advantage of the high 
prices, Boardbent explains. They 
won’t be getting enough eggs in 
the hot-weather to develop quality 
egg outlets. But they can plan to 
take advantage of the hot-weather 
market 
next 
year 
by 
buying 
chicks early enough to get their 
high production in th^ high price 
months. 
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Here Are Ways For Tenants 
To Improve Farm Leases 


Tenants think farm lease ar­ 
rangements could be improved, 
and 112 of them have told how 
in a survey in northeastern Illi­ 
nois. 
F. J. Reiss, University of Illi­ 
nois Farm economist, reports that 
the suggestions fall under five 
headings—more 
security, 
better 
arrangements for making farm 
improvements, 
better ways 
for 
sharing 
expense, 
more 
flexible 
cash rents and a chance to climb 
the tenure ladder. 
For more security, tenants want 
written leases, both to protect 
their interests and to give a bet­ 
ter base for working relations. 
They also want to stay on farms 
longer and be able to rest assur­ 
ed that they can. 
Many tenants would like to fix 
up things around the farm. And 
they would if they knew they could 
stay long enough to get their value 
back or that they would be paid 
for them when they left. 
Expense sharing, between land­ 
lord and tenant, is complicated at 
best, and Reiss says that is an­ 
other thing many tenants feel 
needs to be improved. 
Falling farm prices ha^e creat­ 
ed a problem for cash-rent farm­ 
ers. They would rather have their 
rent based on bushels of corn or 
gallons of milk then on dollars, 
especially now that farm dollars 
are a little scarcer.

Save Your Soil For 
Illinois' 1954 Contest 


If the old saying, “Good things 
come in small packages” is true, 
then it can truthfully be said that 
the small number of entries in 
this years “Save Your soil for 
Illinois” 
contest 
showed 
many 
“good things” insofar as 
sound 
farm management practices 
is 
concerned. 
First of all, the judges wish to 
express their sincere thanks for 
the opportunity to have served as 
judges; It was indeed heartening 
to* see the friendship and close 
feeling of cooperation which exists 
between the local soil conserva­ 
tionist Maurice M. Umbdenstock 
and the farm cooperators. It was 
easy to see that may hours of 
planning and work had been done 
to accomplish the many sound 
practices which have been put in­ 
to effect. 
It was a very close contest the 
contestants have put many worth­ 
while practices into operation. The 
chief basis for selection of the 
winner was based on: 
1. A w'ell organized plan for 
farming operations, taking in­ 
to consideration the physical 
resources of the farm. 
2. Progress made in establish­ 
ment of soil conservation pro­ 
gram. 
3. Improved standard of living 
as a direct result of increased 
income 
from 
conservation 
farming, part of which is re­ 
flected in the general appear­ 


ance and neatness of the farm. 
Harvey Pohlman was selected 
as the winner because it was felt 
that his program had advanced a 
little more into the operational 
stage than the others. The coop­ 
erators have quite a varied num­ 
ber of soil types and have some 
rather pronounced slopes which 
calls for a lot of engineering, so 
to speak, in order to put the re­ 
spective programs into sound op­ 
eration.

Give Com That Needed Nitrogen 
By Side Dressings On Local Farms 


If you think your cropping sys­ 
tem has left your soil with a short 
supply of nitrogen, the chances 
are that you will get good results 
from side-dressing your corn. 
L. B. Miller, soil fertility spec­ 
ialist at the University of Illinois, 
says nitrogen side-dressings usual­ 
ly give best results on soils that 
have b^en depleted of nitrogen by 
poor rotations. In addition, corn 
that is being grown on the soil 
for the second year may show a 
good response to the nitrogen. 
But Miller warns not to expect 
a big increase in yields if your 
corn follows a good growth of le­ 
gumes that has been plowed un­ 
der or has had a heavy applica-

Lightning Rod Is 
Tree Insurance In 
Summer Storms 


Don’t pick a tree for shelter 
during a summer storm — not 
even if it’s an umbrella tree. 
No tree is immune to lightning. 
And some trees form perfect tar­ 
gets for bolts from the sky. Con­ 
trary to popular belief, 
variety 
seems to have little or nothing to 
do with susceptibility to lightning 
stroke. The taller the tree, the 
greater the chance that it may 
get tagged by lightning during an 
electrical storm. 
The best storm insurance for 
trees is the lightning rod, accord­ 
ing to Martin L. Davey, Jr., head 


of the nation's largest tree service 
firm. 
Each year lightning takes a 
heavy toll among trees. A proper­ 
ly installed and grounded lightn­ 
ing conductor can turn those dead­ 
ly bolts from the blue into harm­ 
less lights that pass in the night. 
How about

Don’t you go climb a tree, the 
experts warn. Installation of light­ 
ning rods calls for plenty of ex­ 
perience. Ifs inadvisable for any­ 
one but an expert to put one up.

All children should

munized against whooping cough, 
diphtheria and smallpox during 
their first year of life, a state­ 
ment from Dr. John B. Hall, di­ 
rector 
of 
the 
Cook 
County 
Health Department emphasis. 
Dr. Hall pointed out that such 
immunization is not permanent, 
however. 
Revaccination against 
small pox is recommended every 
three years throughout life, 
he 
said. 
Diphtheria immunization 
must also 
be 
repeated 
every 
three years in a large number 
of cases, according to Dr. Hall 
The health director recommend­ 
ed the frequent use of “Schick 
tests” to determine the need for 
re-immunization 
against 
diph­ 
theria. 
There has been no 
case 
of 
small pox 
reported 
in 
Cook 
County since 1945, Dr. Hall said, 
and no diphtheria cases were re­ 
ported for 1950, 1951, Or 1953, 
but two cases occurred in 1952. 
“These diseases smoulder here 
and there,” Dr. Hall emphasized, 
“and when conditions

VA’s vocational counseling before 
they were allowed to begin train­ 
ing under the Korean GI program. 
Reason was to find out whether 
they had need for training under 
another law created specifically I 
for the disabled. 
Under the new system, these 
veterans will 
be 
permitted 
to 
start Korean GT bill training be­ 
fore 
they 
undergo 
counseling, 
rather than wait until after it i* 
has been completed. 
At the same time VA sends him,

But the school district was 
advised that the federal govern­ 
ment doesn’t provide federal aid 
of this kind, unless the school dis­ 
trict has reached its bonded debt 
limit. The school district still had 
$450,000 in unused bonding power. 
So the school district proposed 
a $450,000 bond issue to build a 
new field house and auditorium.

PROPOSED bond 
issue 
was approved by the voters. The 
school district is going ahead with 
the construction of the new audi­ 
torium and field house.

COMMON SENSE SPEED 


“You don’t need a slide rule to figure out a safe speed. 
All you need is common sense!” 
Judge William F. Neumann, Arlington Heights Police Mag­ 
istrate, had this to say about speed, a subject th ats one of the 
main topics of discussion around town this month. 
Reason 
for the increased interest in speed is the Arlington Heights 
Lions Club current speed control program which is being con­ 
ducted in cooperation with the National Safety Council. 
“It doesn’t make sense to me,” Judge Neumann said, “to 
drive at a speed of 45 miles per hour when prevailing condi­ 
tions make such a speed obviously unsafe — even though there 
may be a sign in the area which states: Speed Limit 45. Speed 
limits merely set the maximum speeds under ideal conditions.” 
The Judge advised motorists to bear this fact in mind as 
they vacation in unfamiliar parts of the country. 
“Even in areas in which there are stated or posted speed 
limits,” he said, “a motorist is liable to arrest whenever he’s 
driving too fast for prevailing conditions, though he may be 
traveling well under the posted speed limit.” 
The following check-list to motorists as a guide in deter­ 
mining a speed “safe for conditions,” should be studied. 
1. Drive at a speed that will enable you to stop in the as­ 
sured clear distance ahead. 
2. Slow down before you get to curves and intersections. 
3. At night, drive at the speed which will let you stop 
within your headlight range. 
4. Drive with traffic. 
You are probably going too fast if 
you are passing many cars — too slow if many are pass­ 
ing you. 
6. When you’re tired or inattentive, stop.

Daley pointed 
out that the new system will 
make it easier for the county to 
meet tax deadlines. Tax r a t e s 
will be computed at least 30 days 
ahead of present schedules, he 
said. And the use of machines 
will eliminate the possibility of 
error always present when mil­ 
lions of f i g u r e s are processed
